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New bid to 
get cash for 
hall plans

PLANS for a £1.55 
million refurbishment 
of Newmarket’s civic 
hall could be revived - 
just six weeks after 
they were hit by a 
refusal of funding. 

Newmarket Town Council 
is to try again to get finance 
from Forest Heath District 
Council for the refurbish¬ 
ment of the Memorial Hall 
in the High Street. 

The hall, nearly 100 years old, 
was “inherited” by the town 
council from the district council 
10 years ago. 

But district councillors voted 
by a majority last month to 
refuse an application from the 
town council for a £1 million 
grant towards the proposed work 
on the hall. 

Now the town council is to try 
again - but this time it will ask 
for £650,000. 

The town council is also

seeking support from local MP 
Richard Spring who will be 
asked for advice about Govern¬ 
ment funds which may be 
available. 

Other funding sources such as 
cash from developers as part of 
“Section 106” agreements to gain 
planning permission as well as 


Suffolk County Council coffers 
are also being considered by the 
town council. 

The town council has drawn 
up a business plan for the 
Memorial Hall which it hopes 
will get more bookings when it is 
refurbished. 

The scheme includes a side 
extension to the hall to improve 
the bar area as well as new 
heating and electrical systems. 

The town council’s offices are 
also due to be moved from 
upstairs to the ground floor to 
make them more accessible to 
visitors. 

The town council is still 
intending to take out a £500,000 
Public Works Loan over 25 years 
to help pay for the work. 

But Cllr Bill Burch, who 
chairs the council’s Memorial 
Hall regeneration committee, 
said: “I’m feeling rather 
apprehensive and not very 
confident about going to Forest 
Heath. 

“I was very disappointed that 
councillors from outside 
Newmarket have decided what 
can be done for the town. Our 
councillors [on Forest Heath] are 
not allowed to vote. It’s not fair 
to the people of Newmarket.”

NEW trees have been 
planted in a village to 
replace ones which had 
to be removed due to 


Eight new trees have 
been planted at the 
roadside in Snail well after 
the parish council gained 
sponsorship from local 
businesses as well as 


donations from villagers. 
Helen Sanders, parish 
clerk, said: “A couple of 
trees had blown down 
and the others had to be 
felled due to weeping 
canker.” 

Now the red chestnut 
trees have been replaced 
with different native 
species including field 


maples, limes, crab 
apples and rowans. 
Professionals from 
Greenfingers Landscapes 
planted the trees. 

“The parish council didn’t 
have any money [for the 
project] and we wouldn’t 
have been able to get the 
new trees if it hadn’t been 
for the sponsorship,” said 


Mrs Sanders. 

Local firms Firmin Cotes, 
Tattersalls, Plantation 
Stud and Snailwell Stud 
contributed towards the 
work. Villagers’ donations 
to the annual carol 
singing also went 
towards the replacement 
of the trees which cost 
more than £700. 


Mental hospital 
nurse cautioned 


A NURSE has been cau¬ 
tioned for leaving patients 
with access to drugs at a 
secure hospital for people 
detained under the Mental 
Health Act. 

Adegboyega Ojo, 56, left poten¬ 
tially dangerous medication in an 
unlocked room and within easy 
access of patients at Beech House, 
in Fordham Road, Newmarket, the 
Nursing and Midwifery Council 
(NMC) heard. 

Ojo, from Washwood Heath, 
Birmingham, first came to the 


attention of bosses when he left a 
patient alone in the kitchen of the 
secure home in February 2005. 

Paul Rooney, for the NMC, said 
two months later nurse Sarah 
Jones went into one of the offices 
and found drugs unsecured and 
unattended. 

Ojo left a patient alone in the 
reception area of the facility just 
yards from an unlocked exit, on 
April 18,2005. 

Mr Rooney said: “It was a 
temporary period of 20 minutes. 
Mr Ojo came into the reception 
with Patient B. He went out of the 


reception leaving him alone while 
the outside doors were unlocked. 
The patient could have simply 
walked out of the hospital.” 

Later the same month Ojo put 
aside two milligrammes of the 
anti-anxiety drug Lorazepam for a 
patient who had been taken off 
the medication days before. Ojo 
admitted he left a patient 
unsupervised in the kitchen and 
left the Lorazepam in the cabinet 
but denied the other charges. 

The mental health nurse 
received a two-year caution after 
being found guilty of misconduct. 


New chairman 
is local lawyer 

A NATIONAL family 
lawyers’ organisation’s new 
chairman is a Newmarket 
solicitor. 

Nicholas Longford, a partner 
at Rustons and Lloyd, in High 
Street, has become head of 
Resolution, an organisation 
with more than 5,500 
members. 

His appointment was 
confirmed at its annual 
conference in Bristol last 
week. 

Mr Longford, who was 
brought up in Ely, has been a 
solicitor with Rustons and 
Lloyd for more than 30 years. 
He has been involved with 
Resolution, which promotes a 
non-confrontational path to 
divorce, since the 1980s. 

He is also a trustee of 
Newmarket Day Centre and 
secretary of Newmarket 
Trainers’ Federation. 

Digger stolen 

A TRAILER loaded with a 
mechanical digger was stolen 
when the driver of the van 
towing it stopped at a 
transport cafe. 

The trailer, loaded with a 
brown Case digger, was 
unhitched from the Transit 
van which had been towing it 
while the driver was in the 
cafe at Red Lodge, police said. 
The thieves are believed to 
have used another vehicle to 
tow it away 

The digger and trailer are 
valued at around £16,500 in 
total. They were taken from 
the parking area opposite the 
cafe in Turnpike Road, Red 
Lodge.

Mil Crew breaks 
way into national 
street dance finals 
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Controversy over stone balls goes to PM 


CONTROVERSY over stone 
balls on a new roundabout 
has gone national with a 
petition calling for Prime 
Minister Gordon Brown to 
step in and order them to 
be removed. 

The balls have caused a 
furore since they appeared 
on the roundabout at 
Newmarket’s Clocktower 
junction earlier this 
month. 

The dozen balls, each 
costing around £1,000 and 


imported from China, have 
been installed as part of 
Suffolk County Council’s 
£600,000 revamp of the 
busy road junction. 

Numerous Weekly News 
readers have texted, 
emailed and written letters 
complaining about the 
balls. 

Now more than 760 
people have joined a group 
on the FaceBook social 
networking website called 
Newmarket Balls-up Chin¬ 


ese Style and a petition on 
the 10 Downing Street 
website has been signed by 
more than 170 people. 

Adam and Sally Mills, 
who live in Park Lane, 
Newmarket, started the 
two online campaigns and 
have been amazed at the 
response. 

Mrs Mills said: “It is 
absolutely amazing the 
overwhelming response we 
have had. 

“What started off as a bit 


of fun on a social net¬ 
working site has resulted 
in a revolution.” 

“I wondered about hold¬ 
ing a meeting with the 
public, some town coun¬ 
cillors and those at Suffolk 
County Council who have 
approved the scheme. 

“Maybe they would like 
to put forward their 
reasons as to why they 
decided to implement the 
scheme and structure. 

“Presumably they would 


need to get to the meeting 
via the Clocktower rounda¬ 
bout so they can see for 
themselves the chaos it has 
caused and how unsightly 
the roundabout looks.” 

The Clocktower scheme, 
which has been carried out 
“to improve safety” at the 
busy junction has been 
controversial since it was 
first proposed. 

The current phase of 
work which should be 
completed next month, 


started in January. 

Motorists have com¬ 
plained of increased hold¬ 
ups and pedestrians are 
worried about safety 
crossing the road. 

Rod Sore, the county 
council’s road safety 
expert, told town coun¬ 
cillors when the scheme 
was first proposed that the 
design was based on 
“shared space” principles 
as used in Holland.

Drunken clubbers to receive ^ 
help from new town pastors alert 


CHURCHGOERS 
will be taking to the 
streets at night to 
help vulnerable peo¬ 
ple who may have 
taken drugs or had 
too much to drink. 

A town pastor scheme 
is being launched in 
Newmarket for the hun¬ 
dreds of young people 
who visit the town’s two 
night clubs and late- 
licence bars at week¬ 
ends. 

It is being run by the 
Churches Together in 
Newmarket and District 
(CTND) and has more 
than 50 volunteers - 
mainly from local 
church congregations. 

The first pastors, who 
will wear yellow high- 
visibility jackets with 
the Christian fish sym¬ 
bol, will take to the 
streets from 9.30pm on 
the night of Saturday, 
April 4. 

Town pastors will be 
patrolling in pairs - a 
man and a woman - and 
will operate in areas 
covered by CCTV. 

They will have radio 
and mobile phone links 
to other agencies, 
including the police, and 
will carry bottled water 
for people who are de¬ 
hydrated. 

Similar schemes have 
already been established 
in Bury St Edmunds and 
Ipswich and police 
statistics have shown 
that they have had a 
positive effect on alcohol 
fuelled crime and dis¬ 
order.

market Catholic Church, 
who has been involved 
in setting up the scheme 
said: “The pastors will 
be looking out for those 
who might have over¬ 
done their enjoyment of 
the nightlife or got 
separated from friends 
and partners and will 
make sure they end up 
safely on their way 
home. 

“There are over 50 
people involved, either 
as town pastors or as 
prayer team members, 
and we are hoping for 
many more to join as the 
scheme becomes more 
established, so we can 
cover Friday as well as 
Saturday nights. 

“Ages range from 19 to 
70 plus, from all walks of 
life, and over 10 different 
churches in this area.” 

Sgt Mark Shipton, of 
Newmarket safer neigh¬ 
bourhood team, has 
welcomed the scheme. 

He said: “All too often 
the effect of alcohol 
means that people come 
to the notice of the 
police, either as victims 
or perpetrators. 

“Early intervention 
and support by the 
volunteer town pastors 
can, I’m sure, prevent 
this.”

An Army bomb 
disposal unit from 
Colchester was also 
called to the 
incident.

Turning your 
terrace into 
a haven for wildlife

W ith space at a premium 

and the size of gardens in 
new-build developments 
shrinking, city balconies, roof 
terraces and tiny back yards are 
becoming the norm. 

If you’ve only a city balcony or a 
titchy terrace, how can you give it 
the wow factor? 

The first Urban Gardens Week, a 
Ronseal initiative which runs from 
March 30 to April 5, may give you 
some inspiration. It has been 
devised to encourage people to 
transform their urban gardens into 
havens for wildlife using simple 
design steps and planting 
schemes. 

TV gardening expert Charlie 
Dimmock, who is supporting the 
week, has some ideas of her own 
on how to jazz up a balcony and 
attract wildlife in the process. 
“Wildlife wants flowers all year 
round, just as we do,” she says. 
“Go for plants which give you a 
continuous amount of flowers. 
Some of the bedding plants are 
great and the more simple single 
flowers are better because they 
tend to have more nectar and 
pollen in them. Some petunias are 
quite good, as are marigolds, 
osteospermums and other daisy- 
plants like marguerites. 

“Lavender and thyme are also 
good because they have a long 
flowering season.” 

A good variation of plants which 
provide year-round interest may 
also be the way to go on a 
balcony, according to Charlie. 

“I’d have two or three evergreen 
shrubs on your balcony, not too 
big, such as a Daphne odora 
‘Marginata’, which has a 
variegated leaf and fantastic scent 
in the spring,” she suggests. 

“I’d also have a small pittosporum, 
as there are interesting and 
different variegations, including 
“Tom Thumb”, a purple one that 
stays like a round ball with purple 
leaves. 

“Go for smaller shrubs like 
Pittosporum tobira, which is slow- 
growing and stays small, with 
really lovely scented flowers, or 
nandina (sacred bamboo). 

“Go for plants which give you two 
or three different times of interest. 
The nandina are evergreen - in the 
spring the first leaves are bright 
red, then it flowers in the summer 
and bears red berries in the 
autumn - giving you a lot of 
interest.” 

She also proposes making the 
most of your space, which means 
using height for optimum effect. 

“If you’ve a piece of trellis you can 
grow things up that, so you’ve the 
vertical option as well. Climbing 
plants will also give you a bit more 
height, texture and colour.” 

Don’t dismiss ivy because ivy 
flowers attract beneficial insects, 
says Charlie. 

“Ivy flowers very late in the season 
and very early in the spring and it’s 
a really good source of nectar for 
insects because there’s nothing 
much about at that time. The

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black berries are good for birds.” 
She adds: “Urban gardens are 
crucial for wildlife because they 
create the corridors, or the 
‘hopping spaces’ between more 
open spaces like parks and bigger 
gardens.”

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Camellia 

These beautiful, blousy evergreen 
shrubs look fantastic in early 
spring, their dazzling flowers in 
shades of white, pink and red 


contrasting well with the glossy 
green leaves. They go well in 
many situations, against walls, in 
hedges or as superb stand-alone 
specimens in containers. 

Plant them in acid soil or in 
ericaceous compost in pots, in 
sun or dappled shade, and they’re 
pretty easy to look after. They 
usually grow into large shrubs or 
small trees, so give them enough 
space to fill out. 

The most popular species is 
Camellia japonica, and good 
varieties of that include C. 
japonica “Alba Plena”, whose 
small double white flowers open in 
early spring. 
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Woman who decided to have 
a lie-in confronted burglar 



A BURGLAR responsible 
for dozens of crimes 
across two counties was 
arrested after he walked 
into a woman’s flat while 
she was still in bed, a 
court heard. 

Matthew Eke, 32, fled from 
the flat in Rowley Drive, New¬ 
market, but was caught when 
police matched his shoes to 
footprints left at the scene. 

He later gave police details of 
34 other offences across Suffolk 
and Norfolk he committed, 
many of which officers had 
little chance of solving without 
his confession, Ipswich Crown 
Court was told. 

Eke, from Great Yarmouth, 
was sentenced to more than 
two years three months in jail 
after he admitted burglary and 
asked for other offences to be 
considered. 

Mr Recorder Martyn Levett 
imposed a sentence of 876 days 
in prison, less the 42 days he 
has already spent in custody 
on remand. 

The Recorder said Eke’s 
criminal activities were linked 
with his use of crack cocaine. 

Prosecutor Michael Crimp 
said on the morning of Sunday 
January 18, a resident at flats 


in Rowley Drive had come 
across Eke on a communal 
stairway 

Two-and-a-half hours later 
Kay Hart, another resident, 
was in bed in her flat having a 
lie-in when Eke walked in. She 
shouted at him and he walked 
out without speaking. 

Miss Hart called the police 
and while awaiting their 
arrival discovered that her 
purse containing various 
credit cards, her driving 
licence and £45 in cash had dis¬ 
appeared from her handbag. 

After his arrest Eke con¬ 
fessed to 34 offences of theft, 
burglary and shoplifting in 
Suffolk - many in the New¬ 
market area - and Norfolk. 

The court heard that Eke 
had 63 previous convictions for 
offences involving dishonesty, 
most of them burglary and 
shoplifting. 

Jeremy Kendall, in miti¬ 
gation, said Eke had pleaded 
guilty at the earliest oppor¬ 
tunity He had helped police to 
clear up a number of offences 
which otherwise would pro¬ 
bably have remained unsolved, 
said Mr Kendall. 

Eke was anxious to “draw a 
line” under his history of 
offending, he added. 


Work set 
to begin 
on new 
housing 

TWO housing schemes 
costing £3.7m are about to 
get under way in New¬ 
market after the building 
contract was awarded. 

The schemes are for the 
Flagship Housing Group. 
One is for 27 new homes at 
Charles Close and the 
other in Park Lane is for 
four homes for rent as 
well as 10 flats and the 
refurbishment of a three- 
bedroom house which will 
provide temporary accom¬ 
modation for homeless 
people. 

The Park Lane scheme, 
due to start in April, is a 
£1.5 million development. 

Flagship has chosen 
Cambridge-based con¬ 
tractors Lovell to carry 
out the work. 

The scheme at Charles 
Close is for Kings Forest 
Housing, part of the Flag¬ 
ship Group. The £2.2 
million development is set 
to take around 10 months 
to build and will include 
two, three and four- 
bedroom houses, two- 
bedroom bungalows and 
four flats. 

Under the contract, 
Lovell will also refurbish 
seven existing homes with 
new external cladding to 
make them warmer. 


War veteran heads 
family of high flyers 


A VETERAN American flyer 
has made a nostalgic visit to 
the region where he flew 
bombing raids during the 
Second World War. 

Lieutenant Colonel Bernard 
Stanek, 88, visited the airfield 
where he was based from 
1944, as well as the Imperial 
War Museum at Duxford and 
the Mildenhall USAF base 
where his grandson, Captain 
Michael Albert, flies KC-135 
Stratotankerjets. 

Capt Albert, 31, who lives in 
Cambridge, together with his 
father Sam Albert, 68, who 
was a pilot with American 
airline Delta, accompanied Lt 
Col Stanek on the visit making 
three generations of flyers from 
the same family. 

At Lavenham in Suffolk, where 
Lt Col Stanek flew B-17 Flying 
Fortress and B-24 Liberators 
bombers, villagers granted him 


honorary citizenship and 
presented him with a 
commemorative scroll. 

“It has been tremendous,” said 
Lt Col Stanek. “I just had to 
stand on one spot on the old 
airfield and breathe it all in.” 
During his war service he flew 
a diversionary raid on D-Day 
and narrowly avoided being 
shot down on the last day of 
the war in Europe in a 
bombing raid against an 
airfield where Nazi Germany’s 
first jet fighters, the 
Messerchmitt ME 262s, were 
based.

Council team blasts 


‘fudge’ on changes

COUNCIL leaders have 
slammed Boundary Com¬ 
mittee proposals as a “dog’s 
dinner”. 

The committee announced last 
Thursday that it will consult on two 
options - a single Suffolk unitary 
authority and a two-unitary mode!, 
one for Ipswich and Lowestoft and 
one for the rest of the county. 

Plans to transfer Lowestoft to 
Norfolk have been dropped. 

Forest Heath District Council, 
St Edmundsbury Borough Council 
and Waveney District Council, 
which cover the Newmarket and 
Haverhill areas and all of which 
face the axe, favoured three unitary 
councils - one each for the east and 
west of the county and one for 
Greater Ipswich. 

All three councils expressed 
shock that their solution has been 
dropped in favour of the “fudge” 
proposed by the committee to 
replace Suffolk County Council and 
seven district or borough councils. 

Cllr Geoffrey Jaggard, leader of 
Forest Heath District Council, Cllr 
John Griffiths, leader of St Ed¬ 
mundsbury Borough Council and

Cllr Mark Bee, leader of Waveney 
District Council, made their views 
clear in a joint statement. 

They said: “We are shocked that 
in the face of clear public support 
for the inclusion of our proposals 
the Boundary Committee has 
brazenly ignored the public’s desire 
for a proper consultation on a local 
government system which would be 
focused on areas each with their 


own, very different identities and 
economies. 

“The committee has missed the 
opportunity given to it by the 
Secretary of State to consider its 
position and re-think what people in 
Suffolk have said they want and 
need. 

“Instead it has produced a fudge 
which still recommends giant 
remote councils, delivering a one- 
size-fits-all solution for different 
and diverse communities across the 
county. 

“Despite a lengthy and hugely 
expensive process we are quite 
simply back where we started. 

“The dog’s dinner moves on to yet 
another course.” 

The councils said research 
showed only 25 per cent of people 
wanted the single-unitary One 
Suffolk option and only 14 per cent 
favoured the two-unitary model. 

The leaders said: “The needs of 
local people are not being heard or 
met. And while they may use the 
slogan ‘Democracy Matters’, the 
way the Boundary Committee has 
ignored public opinion reveals the 
reality that, for them, ‘bureaucracy 
matters’.”

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Force backs use of Tasers as 
150 new weapons handed out 


POLICE in Cambridgeshire 
are being armed with an 
extra 150 Taser weapons. 

The stun guns are being supplied 
by the Home Office, and other forces 
in the region will share a further 350. 

The guns, which deliver a pow¬ 
erful electric shock, are said to be 
safer than conventional firearms, 
but critics point to a number of 
cases where their use has been 
linked to deaths and serious harm. 

They have been on trial in 10 
police force areas, and are now being 
“rolled out” around the country for 
use by what the Home Office calls 
“specially trained police response 
officers”. 

A Home Office spokesman said: 
“Tasers are safer for the police and 
for the public. In situations where 
there has been a real possibility of 
someone being seriously injured or 
killed, Tasers have contributed to 
resolving the incident without 
injury 

“In a significant proportion of 
cases they have not needed to be 
fired - drawing or aiming the Taser 
has been enough of a deterrent.” 

He said police forces were asked to 
bid for the number of guns they felt 
they needed. 

Chief Superintendent Karen 
Daber, who will be in charge of

deploying the Tasers, said the reason 
why Cambridgeshire appeared to be 
getting a large number in comp¬ 
arison to other counties was that 
many forces would already have a 
sizeable stock of the guns, in some 
cases because they had been partici¬ 
pating in the trials. 

She said: “We have done detailed 
research of what we need them for, 
and how many we need, over the 
next two to three years. 

“Only a small number will ever be 
out operationally at any one time.” 

She dismissed allegations that 
Tasers could be killers. 

She said: “There have been deaths 
in situations where Tasers have been 
used, but those deaths have not been 
caused by the Tasers themselves, but 
by other factors, such as someone 
falling over and hitting their head. 

“It’s a brilliant piece of kit.” 

Home Secretary Jacqui Smith 
said: “Every day the police put 
themselves in danger to protect us, 
the public. 

“They deserve our support, so I 
want to give the police the tools they 
tell me they need to confront 
dangerous people.” 



School 

safety 

fears 

FRESH fears have 
been raised about 
asbestos in schools. 

A national news¬ 
paper has released 
figures claiming 
more than 22,000 of 
Britain’s 25,000 
schools could be 
contaminated with 
potentially deadly 
asbestos. 

The article high¬ 
lighted Cambridge¬ 
shire in its study - 
where 240 out of 251 
schools contain asb¬ 
estos. The substance 
can give off tiny fib¬ 
res linked with dead¬ 
ly diseases such as 
lung cancer, asbest- 
osis and mesothe¬ 
lioma. 

The figures were 
obtained by the Wee¬ 
kly News last year 
under the Freedom 
of Information Act. 

The county coun¬ 
cil said the material 
was safe unless dist¬ 
urbed. It said the 
material was regul¬ 
arly inspected and 
its safety procedures 
were praised by the 
Health and Safety 
Executive.

“Tattersalls, as one of the 
oldest and most well estab¬ 
lished companies in the 
town, wishes to ensure that 
Newmarket retains its un¬ 
ique status as the headquar¬ 
ters of European racing. 

“We are concerned that

SELF-STYLED 
“Lord” Matthew 
Cowell must wait 
until next month to 
find out whether he 
faces a jail sentence 
after crashing his 
car while nearly four 
times the drink-drive 
limit. 

Cowell, 46, could lose 
his job as an aircraft 
purser with British 
Airways if he is jailed as 
a result of the crash on 
the A14 near Newmarket, 
a court heard. 

Cowell, whose driving 
licence carries the name 
“Lord Matthew Cowell,” 
was due to have been 
sentenced by magistrates 
at Bury St Edmunds last 
week. 

But they adjourned 
their decision until April 
14 after asking the 
probation service to 
assess Cowell’s suit¬ 
ability for an alcohol 
treatment programme. 

Susan Taylor, presiding 
magistrate, warned him 
that a prison sentence 
had not been ruled out. 


Cowell, of Park Street, 
Dry Drayton, was 
released on bail and 
reminded he was still the 
subject of an interim 
driving ban. 

He had previously 
admitted drink-driving 
when he appeared in 
court following the crash 
at Kentford, last October. 

He and the other driver 
were injured. A blood test 
taken while he was being 
treated in hospital 
showed 300 milligrams of 
alcohol in 100 millilitres 
of blood. The legal limit 
is 80mg. 

Tahir Mahmood, in 
mitigation, said Cowell 
had been attending 
Alcoholics Anonymous 
in an attempt to tackle 
his drinking problems. 

He said marriage and 
money problems had 
increased the pressure on 
him. 

But Mr Mahmood said 
Cowell and his wife, who 
was in court to support 
her husband, were 
having counselling and 
their relationship had 
“improved consider¬ 
ably”.

WALLACE Wareham has been and still is 
directing some fantastic shows at the 
Kings Theatre in Newmarket, but it was 
great to see him, on stage, playing the part 
of Arvide Abernathy, in Nomad’s latest 
production of Guys and Dolls. 

Directed by Gail Baker, with choreography 
by Jessica Clifford and Andy Thorpe, the 
show, with music and lyrics by Frank 
Loesser, basically tells the story of the 
gamblers and missionaries of New York, in 
the 1950s. 

Sarah Brown, is a Salvation Army officer, 
brilliantly played by Amanda Aldridge. She 
sets about trying to convert the gamblers, 
and in particular Sky Masterson (Jamie 
Maguire) and the two fall in love. 

They share a couple of the all-time great 
numbers with I’l Know and I’ve Never Been 
in Love Before. It is good to hear these 
songs again, sung so well. 

They fly off to Havana for the evening, 
where Sarah samples, unknowingly the 
joys and/or the woes of Cuban alcohol. 
Amanda and Jamie have a great rapport 
between them and portray these 
characters excellently on stage. 

The dancing and costumes match the 
colour and vitality of the show, and some of 
the finest routines come from Miss 
Adelaide and The Hot Box Girls. Charlotte 
Martin as Miss Adelaide, gives the 
character the true quirky, gutsy 
performance Miss A deserves, with 
numbers like A Bushel and a Peck, Take 
Back your Mink and Miss Adelaide’s 
Lament. 

Adam Bonner gives a fairly spectacular 
show-stopper with Sit Down you’re 
Rocking the Boat accompanied by a 
superb, foot tapping, routine by the cast. 
The Salvation Army Band are so authentic 
and in particular, Kate Nolan as General 
Matilda B. Cartwright. 

But to my mind, the award-winning 
performance of the night goes to Wallace 
Wareham for his cameo role as Arvide 
Abernathy, Sarah’s grandfather. As the Irish 
Salvation Army officer, his voice has all the 
charm of the Emerald Isle. 

There is an exceptionally large cast, all 
deserving of praise, and it is always so 
amazing that with a company of around 40 
on stage, how it all comes together on the 
night, but it does. Teamwork is always the 
answer with Nomads. 

Special thoughts and praise go to Simon 
Pearce, musical director, who through 
sudden incapacitation, was unable to be 
there, having musically directed and 
digitally sequenced the show up until a 
couple of nights before curtain-up. Thanks 
therefore to Craig Sayers for stepping in at 
the 11th hour. 

The Nomads are troupers - they use the 
adage “the show must go on”... and it 
did, and does!

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them... 


WITH FOUR WEEKS TO GO: 


I—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
[J available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 


□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

□ Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


Send off change of address cards. 

□ Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

□ Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move. 


WITH ONE DAY TO GO: 


□ Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day. 

Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with 
unexpected expenses, and make sure you have collected 
documents and valuables together in a safe place. 

□ Cover carpets which are being left behind, so as to minimise 
damage during furniture removal.

TOYOTA’S iQ is one of the 
most welcome small cars to 
have emerged in the race 
towards a low-emissions 
motoring scenario, writes 
Mike Scialom. 

Eco-cool has hitherto been a 
concept at best, and the moniker 
sits uneasily with the likes of the 
imposingly serious Prius and 
Civic hybrids. Now, thanks to a 
canny design - and Toyota claims 
six production firsts on board the 
iQ - you actually get to have fun 
while you’re driving a car that is 
frugal (65.7mpg on average) and 
cute (a design this futuristic will 
still look good way down the line). 
Oh and did I mention that, with 
emissions of 99g/km - ie under the 


practical outcome. Being over six 
feet tall means a lot of small cars 
are so uncomfortable they are 
quite literally a pain for me to 
drive. But the front seats of the iQ 
are spacious and snug, easily as 
accommodating as a saloon. 

The innovations don’t stop there 
either. The futuristic layout results 
in a disctinctive dashboard, with 
good build quality. If the stereo 
controls are all located on one 
steering wheel-mounted knob, 
which is way too fiddly and 
imprecise, that’s a shame but I 
guess you could get used to it - just 
avoid trying to change the channel 
or alter the volume when you’re 
driving at speed. 

The three-cylinder engine has 
enough guts for the motorway, and 
the automatic gearbox does the 


business with none of the 
ridiculous stop-start 
anxiety that marks the 
Smart out as a go-kart. In 
town the turning circle is 
nice and tight and the 
steering is light enough 
to please even those who 
don’t like the niftier 
manoeuvres which city 
traffic requires of 
drivers. The whole 
driving experience is 
smooth and quiet and 
hard to fault. Low 
running costs are the 
icing on one very refined 
cake. 

What Toyota has managed to do 
with the iQ is create the simplest of 
cars to drive, and it has achieved 
this by getting a whole lot of

Skills being 
squandered 



A scathing attack on the 
UK’s employers has been 
launched with claims that 
workers’ skills and talents are 
being “squandered” even as 
firms battle through the cur¬ 
rent recession. 

The Work Foundation 
research group said a survey 
of more than 2,000 employees 
found that two out of five had 
more skills than their jobs 
required. 

Two thirds of those ques¬ 
tioned said their firms were 


tied up in “rules and policies” 
and many had little or no flex¬ 
ibility over the hours they 
worked. 

One in five graduates were 
in “low knowledge” jobs, 
according to the study. 

Ian Brinkley, associate 
director at the Work 
Foundation, said: “So far in 
this recession employers have 
been reluctant to lose the 
skills, talents and experience 
of their workforces. 

“Yet at the same time they 


seem to be failing to make the 
most of them. Many people 
could be doing more, but are 
denied the chance to do so. 

“To keep job losses to a 
minimum, organisations 
should be taking full advan¬ 
tage of widespread opportuni¬ 
ties to give people more 
responsibility, move away 
from rules and procedure- 
based workplace cultures, and 
reorganise work and use new 
technologies to give individu¬ 
als more flexibility over hours. 


“More autonomy for people 
and less intensive manage¬ 
ment should be the order of 
the day - in other words 
greater use of the principles of 
good work. Trapping so many 


workers in roles in which their 
skills and abilities are poorly 
matched with their jobs is a 
waste both of economic 
potential and of human possi¬ 
bility.” 


An analysis of tasks under¬ 
taken by workers showed the 
top 10 included people man¬ 
agement, data, administra¬ 
tion, leadership, repairing as 
well as domestic duties.

Gredley has had a successful start to his 
season.

Menu move

Huff said there was some tension 
afterwards, though Menu’s race came to 
a premature end five laps later when a 
mistake also led to a damaged 
suspension. 

Huff said: “Everything is all right from my 
side, but the team wasn’t particularly 
happy.”
